too much on U.S. 


NEW YORE (AP). — Some 
Egyptians are warning President 
Anwar Sadat against relying too 
much on what Henry Kissinger's 
diplomacy may achieve and also 
against expecting too much eco- 
nomic aid from the U.S. 

“Time” magazine, in 8. special 
section on Sadat’s reconstruction 
of Egypt, said the president is 
being criticized for going too far. 

“Time” said that Egypt's spiri- 
tual recovery since last October's 
war with Israel sent Sadat ahead 
on what he describes as a “libe- 
ralization in ali fields,” meanin, 
a far-reaching political and econo- 
mic overhaul of Egyptian society. 

“His predecessor, Nasser, tried 
to build Arab socialism by turning 
the country into a police state... 
today the concentration camps are 
empty. Fewer telephones are tap- 
ped and the seeret police are at 
least less visible,” “Time” added. 

Despite subsidies and credits from 
rich Arab countries, notably Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait, Egypt's foreign 
debt is now estimated at seven bil- 
Hon dollars. And “Time” said its 
foreign payments deficit will pro- 
bably be the same as last year's 
— two Dillion dollars. 

“Time” said Sadat is giving top 
priority to reopening the Suez Canal 
and rebuilding the shattered cities 
on the Canal bank. Completion of 
the Aswan Dam will mean more 


arable land and electric power, "but 
Egypt's problems are likely to get 
worse before they get better,” lar- 
gely because of its continuing po- 
pulation growth, 

On this subject, Sadat was quo- 
ted in a “Time” interview: ‘TI think 
our population can be an asset if 
it is used and trained and edu- 
cated tn the proper way. We must 
enter the era of technology. We 
cannot continue being backward or 
we will perish like the Indians of 
the U.S.” 

The liberation of women in an 
incredslngly open society was alsa 


B credited to Sadat, and “Time con- 


tluded; “One measure of the change 
that Sadat has already wrought in 
Egyptian society is that some of 
his policies are being openly criti- 
cized by the intellectual fringe of 
what is still a very loyal opposi- 
tion. Some complain that he is 
abandoning Nagser’s vision of Egypt 
as an Arab socialist community. 
Others charge that he has built up 
excessively high hopes based on 
what Kissinger’s diplomacy may 
achieve, and is risking a bitter back- 
Jash. Even American diplomats have 
gently tried to warn Sadat that 
U.S. aid may not be forthcoming 
in quite the amount he expects. 
Tacitly, Sadat concedes that he 
has taken a giant risk in staking 
so muck on the U.S. and he 
says, “if there is mo peace, then 
forget everything I have said.” 


Kuwait takes over 60% 


share in oil company 


KUWAIT (Reuter). Kuwait's 
Parliament yesterday finally ratified 
an agreement giving the government 
a 60 per cent share in the Kuwait 
Oil Company (KOC), the country's 
major producer, which is owned by 
British Petroleum and the American 
Gulf Oil company. 

In London yesterday, experts pre- 
dicted the agreement will add about 
two or three dollars per barrel to 
the average price of Kuwaiti oil. 
With the other Arab states of the 
Gulf area expected to follow the 
Kuwaiti example, similar cost in- 
crease can be expected for most 
of the oil flowing from the Middle 
Bast. 

By taking control of 60 per cent 
of the Kuwaiti Oil Company, Kuwait 
has at a stroke deprived the British 
Petroleum and Gulf Oil of the lion's 
share of relatively cheap “tax-paid” 
of. 

Traditionally, of] companies have 
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paid taxes and royalties to the host 
government which amounted to 
about 62 per cent of the so-called 
posted price. At a posted price for 
Kuwaiti crude ofl of about $11.55 
a barrel, the actual cost of most 
of this oil at the point of export 
was about $7 a barrel. 

All the indications are that Ku- 
wait will now ask more than 90 
per cent of the posted prices. That 
is around $10.50 per barrel for its 
own oil, about $3.50 more than the 
companies pay for their own oil, 
industry experts sald. 

Countries like Japan and Britain, 
which between them take nearly 
half of Kuwait's. total oil output, 
will feel the impact first. 

Experts calculate that the higher 
price which Kuwait will charge 
could add a further £25m, in a year 
to Britain's οἱ import bill For 
Japan, the added burden is likely 


to ‘be still bigger.

General strike 
in India today 


NEW DELHI (AP). — Prime Mi- 
nister Indira Gandhi's government 
elaimed yesterday it was success- 
fully breaking a seven-day-old na- 
tional railway strike that has crea- 
ted dissensions in the country’s large 
labour movement. 

Militant unions, seeking public 
support in. their confrontation with 
Mrs, Gandhi, scheduled a one-day 
general strike throughout India for 
today. 

The main purpose of the national 
protest —- one of the few ever held 
since independence 27 years ago — 
was to get Mrs. Gandhi to back 
down from her hardline posture to- 
ward the rail unions. 

However, on the eve of the gen- 
eral strike, Mrs. Gandhi's govern- 
ment remained adamant that it 
would not even resume negotiations 
with the railwaymen until they re- 
turned to work. 

Mrs. Gandhi's refusal to com- 
Promise came as her government 
insisted that tens of thousands of 
railwaymen were reporting for duty 
again, enabling the railways to move 
more and more passenger and 
freight trains. 


Italy celebrates 
after the vote 


ROME (Reuter). — Hundreds of 
thousands of Italians paraded 
through major cities on Monday 
Night to celebrate an overwhelming 
referendum vote to retain the 
country’s three-year-old divorce law. 

The processions also underlined a 
stinging defeat for the dominant 
political party, the Christian Demo- 
crats, and the Roman Catholic 
Church which has left Italy's poli- 
teal future uncertain. 

In Rome, crowds carrying torch- 


" lights and banners marched signi- 


ficantly to the Porta Pia — 2 break 
in the city’s walls through which 
Piedmontese troops entered in 1870 
to make Rome, then a Vatican 
Preserve, capital of a unified Italy. 

The pro-divorce vote was also ἃ 
great victory for Itallan Commun- 
ists who campaigned fervently for 
the retention of the law.

JEWISH CONCERN SAID TO BE ISRAEL 


The belief in a ‘Jewish vote’ 
is a force in French politics 


JATEREST in the French Pre- 
sidentlal elections extends far 
beyond the borders of France, and 
the outcome is a matter of wide- 
spread international significance. 
_ i countries with a Jewish popula- 
tion of any size it generally takes 
time to assess in depth the way 
Jewish votes go, and it Is therefore 
timely to consider an analysis of 
Jewish reactions to last year’s 
French election which has 8] 

ed {n “Midstream." The author is 
Bernard Wasserstein, a research 
feliow of Nuffield College, Oxford. 


He notes first three traumatic 


events which have shaped the 
identity of French Jewry over re-' 


cent decades. The first was the 


Holocaust which reduced the Jew- © 
ish population of France from ᾿ 


300,000 to 180,000 in 1945. One ef- 


fect was the obliteration of cer- | 


tain internal distinctions (Ashkena- 
zim and Sephardim, Yiddish-speak- 
ers and Francophones) which had 
been a factor in pre-war French 
Jewry. The second trauma was the 
North African immigration — and 
especially that from Algeria in 
1961-2. The Jewish community of 
France was doubled in size, and 
its character transformed. By 1967, 
French J y mumbered 500,000, of 
whom 300,000 lived in the Paris 
region. The North African element 
brought new weight and vigour to 
the community as a whole. The 
third traumatic event was the 
Six Day War which probably had 
@ more galvanising effect in France 
than on any other Western Jewry. 
The identification with Israel was 
only heightened by De Gaulle's pro- 
Arab orientation amd by the un- 
fortunate remarks he made about 
Jews at his famous November, 1967 
press conference. The shock of 
1967 drew in large numbers of the 
peripheral, uncommitted Jews, 


All these events weakened the 
forces of assimilationism and 
brought out 8. self-confidence 
among French Jews. There ig no 
longer the insecure passivity felt 
early in the century, or the over- 
loud protestations of French pa- 
triotism. Moreover, opinion surveys 
show that Frenchmen generally ac- 
cept as natural and legitimate the 
Unk between French Jews and the 
State of Israel A this has led 
for the first time in French 
politics — to a Jewish interest of 
recognised legitimacy, Uke that in 
the U.S. This is expressed by the 
perception and articulation of spe- 
cific Jewish issues; by attempts by 
political parties to cater to the 
Jewish interest; and by the power 
of Jewish votes. 


Wasserstein suggests that the 
actions of the political parties dur- 
ing the 1973 elections indicate ἃ 
greatly exaggerated regard for the 
power of the Jewish vote. The 
strength of the Jewish vote as an 


expression of the Jewish interest 
depends not only on its gize but 
on other factors such as its geo- 
graphical distribution and the ex- 
tent to which it votes as a bloc 
(compare the Jewish vote in the 
US.). In France, the geographical 
element exists ~~ in that the Jews 
are an urban population, especially 
concentrated im large towns.

Although 
some Jewish leaders came out 
against trying to develop a Jewish 
voting ‘bloc, most of the community 
felt that the Jews were jus- 
titled in trying to determine their 
own interests, 


Question of Israel 

In defining issues of Jewish con- 
cern, the question of Israel and 
French Middle East policy is far 
and away predominant. The attitude 
of the government and of the Com- 
munists (via U.S.S.R.) is an im- 
portant factor in deflecting Jewish 
votes to the Socialists and Centrists, 
Another issue that looms large is 
Russia's treatment of its Jews, 
which further turns Jews off from 
the Communist Party. Internal 
issues of Jewish interest are of 
minor impact fexcept, in a few 
areas, the question of state aid to 
denominational schools). 


The only political group in the 
1918 elections which refused to 
make any specific effort to win 
over Jewish support was the extreme 
jeft fringe. Although a dispropor- 
tionate number of its leaders are 
of Jewish’ origin iattracted ‘by its 
apparent universalism), its emrbrac- 
ing of the cause of the Palestin- 
ian ‘Arabs put it out of the

The Communists, on the other 
hand, courted Jewlsh support. The 
Communist spokesmen put “a honey- 
ed interpretation” on riatters of 
Jewish concern (Middle Hast, Soviet 
Jewish emigration) and channelled 
special propaganda through the 
press and through Yiddish wail 
posters in Jewish neighbourhoods 
(even those where only North 
African Jews lived). In one or 
two constituencies, these may have 
succeeded in consolidating Jewish 
left-wing votes behind Communist 
candidates opposing Gaullists on 
the second ballot. But in general, 
the Communist Party failed to pre- 


, sent itself convincingly as a chal 
.lenger for the Jewish vote (one 


leading Jew of East European origin 
characterised the second ballot he- 
tween Communists and Gaullists as 
"a choice between typhus and 
cholera”). 

The Socialists appear to have 
gained Jewish votes, probably at 
the expense of the Communists. Mit- 
terrand's expression of friendship for 
Israel and his hostility to Soviet 
Jewish pollcy won him Jewish sup- 
port. However, the Socialist posi- 
tion had elements of weakness — 
ndtably the alliance with the Com- 
munists and the existence of a 
small pro-Arab faction within the 
Socialist ranks. Nevertheless, the 
Socialists were successful in pro- 
jecting the party not merely as 
favourable to the Jewish interest but 
as its natural representative. This 
was their main advantage over the 
Centrists who in terms of policy 
might be in fact even closer to 
the Jewish interest. The Centrists cer- 
tainly won some Jewish votes from 
the Gaullists but they too had their 
weaknesses — including their iden- 
tification with the Catholic Church. 
A number of smaller groups also 
campaigned strongly for support 
from the Jews but they — even 
more than the Centrisis — were 
vulnerable to the criticism that, 
whatever their personal sympathies, 
they had provided no really tang- 
ible proof that they could persuade 
the government to lift its arms 
embargo on Israel or impose it om 
Libya or change its other policies 
slanted against Israel. 

Wasserstein’ concludes by noting 
the surprising change of attitude 
of the far right — mainly a result 
of the Algerian war. Former anti- 
Sémites now go out of their way 
to proclaim their solidarity with 
Israel. And other rightists, not taint- 
ed with anti-Semitism, have shown | 
they can earn Jewish support (an 
outstanding instance is Jacques 
Soustelle}. And despite the Gaullist © 
victory, the Jewish interest emerged 
from the 1973 elections stronger, 
with the Jews displaying an en- ᾿ 
hanced self-awareness, soldarity - 
and confidence which 15 doubtless

TRUTH AND NEWS 


[Tse current round of Dr. 

_ Kissinger's negotiations has 
coincided with a new apprecia- 
tion on the part of the Gov- 
ernment of the importance of 
an authoritative and accurate 
source of information for the 
news media. The establishment 
of an Information Ministry was 
a step forward, and the minis- 
try, which is still in an em- 
bryonic state, has gone into ac- 
tion this past fortnight briefing 
local and foreign journalists on 
the Government's ‘basic policies 
and negotiating positions, 

At the same time the talks 
have also pointed up grave de- 
ficiencies which continue to 
exist in the area of information. 

Both the Israeli negotiators 
and Dr. Kissinger himself have 
complained about various “maps” 
featured on Israel television and 
in some newspapers, which ptr- 
ported to show the concessions 
that Israel had offered, but 
which in fact were more gene- 
rous than Mrs. Meir and her 
ministers were prepared to be. 
Officials in Jerusalem termed 
this situation “a tragedy” from 
Israel's point of view — which 
may be an exaggeration on the 
side of pessimism One can 
readily see how “leaks” of this 
kind would tend to damage Is- 
rael's bargaining credibility with 

ascus. 

‘Moreover, reports in our press 
this past fortnight have often 
been contradictory or inconsis- 
tent, leaving readers not only 
uninformed, which may be iz- 
evitable, but also confused as 
to what in fact was happening 
in these fateful negotiations. 

The solution cannot ‘be, of 
course, for .the Government to 
release to the press or the 
media full and precise details of 
negotiations. Kissingerian diplo-. 
macy needs a large measure of 
secrecy, of haze and ambi- 


valence,

Davar (Histadrut) says that what 
Dr. Kissinger hag brought from 
Damascus this time shows that 
Syria is stubborn when it comes 
to geography, that the gap between 
the Syrian and Israeli positions re- 
mains wide, and that the odds on 
an agreement being initialed at the 
end of the Secretary of State's pres- 
ent round of visits have not im- 
proved from the 52 per cent he 
fave them a few days ago. 

Al Hamishmar (Mapam)} scores 
the right-wing Likud for staging 
demonstrations against the Govern- 
ment’s policy of seeking a dis- 
engagement, and also for attempting 
in all possible ways to induce the 
Prime Minister-designate to form a 
broad coalition.

These are: letting 
the present caretaker cabinet stay 
on until elections, forming a new 
cabinet with the Independent Liber- 
als and the Civil Rights Movement, 
or forming a minority cabinet. 
Bringing the CRM in would give 
the Government 2 bare majority, 
but cost it its balanced image, and 
introduce an element bent on anti- 
religious militancy. A minority gov- 
ernment could not last, and the 
only purpose of forming it would be 
to go to the polis with a new team.
